Soviet r arms 
Told to Look 


At U.S. Ways 

MOSCOW, April 23 (AP) 
In an effort to raise food pro- 
duction, Premier Khrushchev 
has recommended bringing in- 
to the Soviet economy “all 
progressive things which have 
been done in capitalistic coun- 
tries.” 

There is nothing shameful 
in this,” the Premier added. 

Khrushchev’s remarks were 
contained in a report he made 
to the Central Committee of 
i the Communist Party ten days 
ago, published today in the 
government newspaper Izves- 
tia. 

The newspaper announced 
that after hearing Khrush- 
chev, the Committee ordered 
Party and goovernment organ- 
izations to undertake “a 
thorough study of the possi- 
bilities offered by every farm 
and every production area.” 

Khrushchev said Soviet ag- 
riculture, especially produc- 
tion of meat and milk, “is ser- 
iously lagging.” He also men- 
tioned the possibility of buy- 
ing more American equip- 
equipment for large-scale pro- 
duction of broilers and laying 
hens. 

He said Hungary had pur- 
chased West German poultry 
equipment and suggested it 
be compared with American 
equipment, expressing belief 
that the U.S. would prove 
more productive. 

Khrushchev conferred 
Wednesday with officials -of 
an American firm that sold 
poultry equipment to the Rus- 
sians three years ago. The 
equipment has been installed 
in the Crimea and is capable 
of producing 3 million chick- 
ens a year.
